Tax Explained

The facilities of El1 Camino
College can continue to expand
at the rate of $800,000 per year
if voters in the Junior College
District vote the special tax be-
ing asked by the school.

The special tax of 25¢ per $100
of assessed valuation voted in
1047 expires this year. The Col-
lege is asking the voters to pass
an extended tax of 20c for a
five year period to finance con-
struction necessitated by the tre-
mendous growth of the school.

Dr. Forrest Murdock, presi-
dent of the college, revealed at
a press luncheon last Thursday
that the current enrollment of
4700 can be expected to reach
10,000 within a very few years.

The classrooms of the college
have 100% occupancy both in
day and evening division schools,
it was disclosed.

Additional classrooms, library,
physical science building, and an
auditorium are slated for con-
struction if woters pass the spe-
cial tax.
